tive rights over the South Mancigtn Railway Zone and from July 1, 19356, 
Japanese subjects shall agrce th@favplication of the laws concerning 
taxation and furthor in noar fughmm the right of extraterritjoriality will 
be completely abollshed and Jagénos® nationals, as a leading element of 
five races, will be eubject t#@ the l&ws and ordinances of Manchulmo as 
other races, and work there;¥consequeitly this has been a good chance to 
induce to the withdraw.lof Bho superioMposition of the third nationals 
who have enjoyed the rightfof oxtraterrMoriality formorly. 


As you seo in#the Proclamation o@ the Establishment of Menchukuo 
the fact that "Thero sfall be no discrimination among these psople who 
now reside within thoterritory of the now s%ate with respect to race 
and creod, including#the races of the Hans, M@mchus, Mongols, Japanese 
and Koreans; nationgls of cther countries tay Qpon application as permanent 
residents acquire @qual treatment with cthers atg™ their rights shall be 
guarantoed thorsabg” 1s rerlly put into offoct, pnsequently there is no 
discrimination aming the people in every occupati@p, to say nothing of 
the officials of Manchuimo, Jt this point, thore @ists no discriminative 
treatment of rgtes as in the old rogime. ; ;

1. Railronais, "In the construction of railwaye, the prinary 
object will be the dovelopnent of the econoric wealth of this country; 
and the safoty of national defence and the maintenance of public peaco 
will also be sought for." Undor this policy, tho total length of rail- 
roads, whon completed in tho future, was dosicned to reach 25,000 kilo- 
neters; especialiy in tho next ten yoenra, 4,000 of new lines were 
designed to be laid, nakinz a total of 10, 000 kilometers by adding the 
existing railroads, At propent (at tho wt of 19276), the total length 
reached nearly 9,000 kiloncterms of which the new lines were as long as 
3,200 kiloneters; therefore eighty porcont of the now lines of tho 
temyear plan was completed by the five-year plan,and the}tgtal lon-th 
roached ninety percent.

In carrying out this second period construction plan, the 
projected success can not be expected without zealous cooper- 
ation of the whole nation. Thevefore, we shall explain various 
conditions to meet the need of designing the second=period 
positive construction plan and of its successful prosecution 
surmounting all difficulties and also cutline the general 
aspects of the second-period construction plan. 


The conditions to meet the need of drawing up the second-= 
period positive construction plan may be summarized into 
the following two facts:- 


A. Inevitable stage of development of Manchukuo. 
B. Strengthening of Japan-lianchukuo economic bloc. 


A. Inevitable stage of development of Manchukuo. 


It is five years since the foundation of our Manchukuo 
and during that time through the wholehearted support and 
cooperation of Japan, and high mcval character of Emperor as 
well as unremitting efforts of the Government and people, 
the State has succeeded in rearranging the administration asd 
economy and in laying a solid foundation for their future 


developments. 


As the administrative course of those five years has 
been a fundamental activity for future development, positive 
activities in various parts such as finance, economy and 
industry has been controlled till present time. In other 
words, the financial administration keeps its sound financial 
policy, the provincial finance also keeps the same principle; 
as for the industrial development, the Government has con- 
trolled the drastic measure and endeavored to the fundamental 
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and real invedtigation in order to render secure the life of 
the nation.

B. Strengthening of Japan-Manchvluo Economic Bloc. 


Strengthening of Japan-) anchukuo economic bloc is 
necessary cven under the peace-time system and it was gradually 
carried out since the foundation of the State. 


In order to strengthen the Japan-!t’anchukuo economic bloc 
for the sa’te of maintenance cf everlasting prosperity of the 
nation taking counter-measures for both the transfer of 
present internationa+ situatiuns end the change of Far East 
situation, it is not sufficient tc keep the present condition, 
therefore the government designed the secondperiod economic 
construction plan to enable j’anchukuo to develop resources 
necessary for hr nationai defense and for the eventual 
establishment of self-sufficiency ef goods for consumpticn 
within the country as well as to supplement the resources of 
Japan 
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General view of Construction Plan. 


Ae nucleus of this plan is the Five-Year Industrial 
lan which ains: 


A. To establish and expedite important industries. 
B. To promote national econony. 


A. Firm establishment.of important industries. 


For the general purpose of permanently stabilizing the 
livelihood of the people ané of enharcing the relationship 
of co-existence and mutual prosperity between Japan and 
Yanchvkuo, the fundamental prosperity of important industries 
must be achieved. Consequently the gevernment has designed 
the plan of the development of natural resources and the 
establishment of such important fundamental industries as 
coal mining, iron mining, and coal liquefaction. 


(1) Plan of increased production of coal. 


Coal, with an estimated deposit of over ten billion 
metric tons, is one of the most important mineral products 
of our country. In view of its great value as the principal 
rotive power in modern industry for the development of 
productive tle api the promotion of engineering industries 
t 


and advancement of culture, the plan of increased production 
has been drarm up. That is to say, the ifanchukuo Government 
has decided to raise the capital of the ‘’anchuria Coal 
“4ning Company to 60,000,000 M yen in order to enlarge its 
organization anc to develop natural resources. 


(2) Plan of increased production of iron end steel. 


Iron and steel manufacturing industry is . heavy 
industry which makes the basis of national prosperity and 
the stabllity of livelihood of the nation and also a necessary 
industry for establishment and construction of cities and 
transportation. In Manchukuo, these materials have been 
imported from foreign countries till now, so the increased 
production plan has been drayvm up for strengthening Japan- 
'anchukuo economic bloc by making !’anchukuo self-sufficient 
in iron. 


(3) st. sLishment of Liquefaction industry of coal. 
As ‘anchukuo is endowed vith an almost inexhaustible 
supply of coal, it is quite natural to direct her attention 


to the liavefaction of coal. In view of the rapidly in- 
creasing comestic demend for liquid ruel and the dearth of 
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petroleum resources in the country, the plan has been draym 
up for the production oi liquid fucl by liquefaction of 

coal and the coal liquefaction industry is cecided to be 
established; the coal liquefaction company will be 
established with a capital of 50,000,000 } yen which will 
take shape within this year, for which various organizations 
concernec are drafting. 


B. Promotion of National Econony. 


Agriculture is the backbone of Manchukuo's national 
economy and sicatest number cf our nation are farmers; so 
that it is needless to say thet the development of her 
national economy vests upon the establishment of her rural 
economy. Consequently, the Government has been exerting 
every possible effort to rehabilitate the rural communities 
by increasing the output of agricultural products, improving 


their quality and farming methods, rectifying rural fingnces, 
and reorganizing the rural social strusteag in gencral. | 


The agricultural communities, however, are as yg*# in 
an impoverished condition and the second stage cozs uction 
progray has incorporated a rive-Year Agriculturg# Program 
as a fi demental measure for the rehabilitatigf of rural 
commoditXes. 


(1) Promot¥on of rural economy. 


The prese plan constitutes tk# foundation of the 
stability of liWalihood of the nagg@On end has close connec- 
tion with the quaNtetive develogment of self-sufficiency 
policy of raw foodsypifs; and g@ the same time it aims to 
establish the diversMicd fag#ng in place of the one-crop 
system of cultivating Yoyeaz@ans in an effort to resuscitate 
rural economy.
